L 
IVING is an art, not a science. 
• Jesus did not come to give 
us a heavenly rule-book. On the 
other hand he did not live and 
die m erely to provide us with 
tickets to heaven. For others, as 
for himself, he felt the trem end­ 
ous im portance, 
here and now, 
of this present life. He left be­ 
hind him not rules but general 
broad 
principles 
for living in this 
world as sons and 
daughters of the 
Most 
High 
God. 
Jesus’ 
principles 
were not the stuf­ 
fy sort of thing 
that only philoso­ 
phers can under­ 
stand. 
His disci­ 
ples, 
we 
know', 
*>r' Forem an 
were all m en of lim ited educa­ 
tion, the plainest of plain people. 
If Jesus had tried any theological 
gobbledygook on them, it w’ould 
have gone clear over their heads. 
What he said could have carved 
on short tom bstones, written on 
a postcard,—-any one sentence of 
his teachings. The one the church 
has nicknam ed the “Golden Rule" 
—short, sharp, and in Jesus' own 
view 
very 
im portant—is 
alone 
worth long study. 
“It’* Too Hard” 
Luke’s version of the Golden 
Rule (6:31) is clear enough: “ As 
you wish th at m en would do to 
you, do so to them .” Words of one 
syllable, but w hat words! It is 
saddening to see how m any ef­ 
forts have been m ade to by-pass 
this Golden Rule. One kind of by­ 
passers will tell you this is much 
too hard. Some very religious peo­ 
ple have fancied that Jesus did 
not m ean this for here-and-now, 
but only for som e “Beautiful Isle 
of Som ewhere,” 
som etim e after 
Judgm ent Day. 
Other religious 
people have said that Jesus really 
m eant to say, “ You can’t possi­ 
bly 
do 
this, — don’t 
you 
feel 
asham ed?” Now we can be sure 
of two things. One is, that Jesus 
was (to say the least of it) a man 
of common sense, an honest m an 
-. a 
- - 
- 
And honest m en do not deliber­ 
ately tell their friends to do w hat 
they know is impossible. 


“lf* Too Easy" 
An opposite way of by-passing 
the Golden Rule is to think it is 
too e a sy ,—that it is just a nice- 
sounding bit of advice that is not 
only easy to do but which won’t 
do m uch good. For exam ple: a 
little girl cries for candy. 
The 
m other 
thinks: 
W hat 
would 
I 
want her to do for me? Why, I’d 
want her to do as I say. So I’ll 
do as 
she 
says—give her the 
candy. 
(And m ake her sick, of 
course.) Or again; a wife's birth­ 
day is com ing 
along. 
Husband 
thinks: 
W hat would I want for 
my birthday? New power saw, of 
course. 
So he gets his wife a 
power saw, which she certainly 
does not w ant . . . No, the Golden 
Rule is not so easy as all that. 
It calls for im agination, for a 
wide vision, for a Christian spirit. 
It is indeed all too easy—for fools 
and knaves. But Jesus assum ed 
that 
his 
friends 
were 
neither 
knaves nor fools. The Golden Rule 
is not som ething to save any one 
the trouble of thinking. It sim ply 
points out the direction in which 
our actions and decisions ought 
to go. It often m eans, not—What 
does this person w ant me to do, 
now? but—W hat will this person 
at last wish I had done for him? 
In other words, if we are to apply 
the Golden Rule we have to look 
at it in the light of eternity. 


“It Won’t Work” 
Another way of by-passing the 
Golden Rule is to say simply that 
it won’t work. 
"It is a lovely 
ideal, the world would be m uch 
pleasanter to live in, for all of us, 
if we could live by it; but we 
can’t, so let's get on with the 
practical business of dog-eat-dog, 
every m an for him self and the 
devil take the hindm ost.’’ Again 
let us rem em ber that if Jesus 
had not lived by his own rule, 
every listener would have knowr 
him for a hypocrite and the Gold 
en Rule would have perished in a 
blast 
of 
cynical 
laughter. 
It 
worked in N azareth, 
it worked 
in the carpenter shop. To bring it 
down to our own tim es in Am er­ 
ica, and to take the hardest of ap­ 
plications of the Golden Rule,— 
loving your enemies. Will it work? 
Well, who are today the leaders in 
the War of the 1860’s who are most 
widely and gratefully rem em bered 
on both sides of what once was < 
battle line? Lincoln and Lee, be­ 
yond m uch doubt. And these arc 
the two men who most undeniably 
loved their enemies. The Golder. 
Rule, in a life devoted to God aru 
j m an, will v/ork.

We learned in our study last week that 
faith 
conies 
by 
hearing the W’ord of God. Hence the second step that man 
must take in order to be saved from his sins is to believe. But 
someone asks, “What must one believe?” 
The answer is the 
Word of God. To be specific one must believe that Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God. (Acts 8:37; Jno. 20:30,31) But someone 
again asks, “Do you mean that it is impossible for anyone to 
be saved unless he has faith?” Listen to God’s Word in answer: 
“For if ye believe not that I am he, ye shall die in your sins.” 
(Jno. 8:24) Again in Heb. 11:6 we read, “But without faith 
it is IMPOSSIBLE to please him: for he that cometh to God 
must believe that he is, and that he is a rewarder of them th at 
diligently seek him.” Thus faith is absolutely essential and can 
no more be eliminated from the plan of salvation than can any 
other condition set forth in the New Testament. 
Faith is defined in Heb. 11:1 as 
“confidence as to things 
hoped for; conviction as to things not seen.” (Robinson’s Lexi­ 
con of the Greek New Testament) Faith therefore is defined as 
having a relation to two classes of objects: things hoped for, 
and things unseen. The latter includes the former as all things 
hoped for are unseen. In Heb. 11:3 we have “conviction as to 
things not seen” illustrated: 
“Through faith we understand 
that the worlds were framed by the word of God.” None of us 
were present at the creation; therefore, we did not see 
God 
speak the worlds into existence. 
But we BELIEVE, 
we are 
CONVICTED that such did happen. Abraham illustrates the 
m atter of “confidence as to things hoped for,” for the record 
says that “he looked for a city which hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God.” He had not found the city, but he 
was CONFIDENT, he believed that he would. Let us now make 
the application. No one now living has seen the 
Christ. 
We 
didn’t see him walk some thirty-three years upon this earth, 
die on the cross, be buried and raised again the third day, nor 
did we see Him ascend upon high. But if we believe all of this 
to be true, that is “conviction as to things not seen.” It is true 
also that we have never seen heaven. Jesus promises an eternal 
home there to the faithful. If we believe that promise then that 
is “confidence as to things hoped for.” 
Do you have faith in 
God’s Word? You MUST have to be saved!
